1969 Herb Alpert became dis­ 
satisfied with his music, despite 
the 45 million records he had 
sold since "The Lonely Bull” 
put the Tijuana Brass on the 
music charts seven years be­ 
fore. 
Alpert disbanded the group 
and spent the next five years in 
the management side of the 
music industry, running his 
A&M Records and promoting 
groups such as the Carpenters. 
But the hiatus is over now, 
and Alpert and a rebuilt Ti­ 
juana Brass are back on the 
road and in the recording stu­ 
dio with a new sound. 
^*‘The big difference is that 
tW^ music is much freer now,” 
Aipert says. "There’s more 
jazz. It’s not 160 or 180 degrees 
frpm what I had been doing. It 


has the same basic time con­ 
cept only it has the way I’m 
feeling about myself today. 
"1 feel as a person much 
freer so my music is ex­ 
periencing that.” 
Alpert, 38, returned to music 
with a concert in Dallas last 
spring and has since appeared 
at Lake Tahoe and Las Vegas. 
He cut a new record on the 
A&M label, has an upcoming 
television special and a tour of 
Europe is in the works.

Life of library book not predictable

explained “ In cases such as 
this, we buy new copies when 
the need arises The average life 
span of a book is seven to eight 
years. ” 
This 
figure, 
Morton 
indicated, is affected by many 
variables, 
including 
basic 
condition, age. popularity and 
primary readership. 
A 
favorite 
cloth-bound 
volume, 
for 
example, 
may 
deteriorate faster than a seldom- 
read paperback. Similarly, the 
survival 
rate' of 
children’s 
books, often victims of the 
destructive pencil scrawls and 
penaut butter stains, is often 
less than that of adult works. 
The life-span of one book, 
from the time it arrives to the 
day it is discarded, sold or 
donated to the city jail, reflects 
a microcosm of library activity. 
Upon arrival (usually at a 
reduced price), the book is 
examined for possible shipping

However, if it happens to be a 
best-seller, chances are it won’t 
even get past the registration 
desk. In such cases, librarian 
Mrs. Elaine Keele usually stores 


the book in the desk for the first 
person on the reservation list.

“ accession books.” According 
to these over-sized ledgers, the 
oldest book currently in the 
library stacks is “ The Works of

building was constructed 
While many volumes have 
managed to approach seniority 
still intact, the vast majority of 
their 
counterparts 
seldom 
survive that long, despite the 
first-aid measures offered by 
Mrs. Lucille Bechtel 
Armed with scissors, eraser, 
paste, tape and patience, Mrs. 
Bechtel 
mend.s 
torn 
pages, 
removes 
scribblings 
or 
notations and performs other 
minor repairs. In other cases, 
where the pages are not worn 
but the cover is ragged, books 
are sent off for re-binding 
“ We trv’ to do all we can to 
get as much useage out of each 
bcH>k as possible.” Morton said 
“ It’s 
both 
eionomical 
and 
efficient ” 
This normal life-cycle. he 
noted, is often disrupted by a 
costly detour. Approximately 
$1.000 in books are lost or stolen 
and will have to be replaced in a 
year’s time. 
Under current city statutes, 
“forgetful ” persons who failed 
to respond to notificatioas that 
their books are four years 
“ overdue” can be charg^ in 
Municipal Court with theft of 
city property. 
However, Morton explained. 


no charges have yet been filed 
“ because I have been advised 
that it is necessary to prove that 
the persons actually intended to 
steal. In the case of library 
books, it is difficult to prove 
this. A person can just say he 
forgot. It would be hard to 
pri^ecute successfully.” 


A 
total 
of 
$19,000 
was 
allocated for book purchases 
this year, he added but at least 
$1,000 will have to he used just 
to replace what was purchased 
earlier. 


Despite the incidents of theft 
and 
carelessness. 
Morton 
emphasized that “ by and large, 
the entire community has been 
verv’ courteous and cooperative. 
It’s just too bad that a few 
thoughtless 
or 
downright 
dishonest people have to create 
“ problems.” 
Even if a book does manage 


to survive countless check-outs 
and escapes being “ forgotten” 
in 
someone’s 
home, 
age 
inevitably takes it’s toll, Mor­ 
ton indicated. 


“ We rarely just discard a 
book in this case,” he said. “ In 
years past, we have given them 
to the jail or other places.” 
However, recently, Morton has 
turned to a more profitable 
meaas of removal — 
public 
sales. And. at generally not 
more than .50 cents a book, he 
feels he offers one of the best 
bargains in town. 


“ We’ve been trying to have 
these around twice a year, ” 
Morton 
said. 
“ We 
always 
advertise them and try to get as 
good a respoase as possible. We 
don’t 
make all 
that much 
monfy at our prices, but it’s 
more than we ever got before ”

“ Why I know two brothers 
out in Kansas — one steals 
cattle and the other steals feed 
and they still ain’t making any 
money,” Tindall joked. 
However, 
after 
resturning 
from two economic meetings 
with 
the 
country’s 
top 
agricultural spokesmen, Tindall 
had a couple of suggestions for 
cattlemen 


“ We are going to have to cut 
back on our cow herd size and 
start selling our cows at lower 
weights,” Tindall said 
That, 
too, is going to cause problems 
because Tindall’s suggestion of 
reducing herds in America by 10 
to 20 per cent would virtually 
fill every coolers and packing 
house across the nation. “ They 
couldn’t 
handle 
all 
those 
carcasses,” he said. 
“ The smartest cattleman I 
know 
is 
George 
Styles 
of 
Clinton. He saw our present 
crisis last January, sold all his 
older cows and now has a young 
herd That means he can lay 
back 
awhile 
until 
things 
straighten up,” Tindall said. 
“ However 
most 
smaller 
cattle people can’t afford to do 
that. And cattleman just can’t 
bear the sight of grass standing 
out in their fields to be eaten by 
those machines that are now 
more expensive than mowers — 
cows.” 
Tindall said cattle producers 
today are going to have to 
convince city people'that it is 
healthy to eat a steak “ A New 
York Times reporter told me 
people in the east are starting to 
hoard food,” he said 
Tindall also said a reporter 
for 
the 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor, said to him, “ It is 
unpatriotic to eat beef, because 
it takes seven pounds of grain to 
produce just one pound of 
beef.” 
Tindall 
countered 
and 
challenged him to eat the fescue 
and corn stalks which he feeds 
his cows. “ It is this kind of over­ 
reaction which is the product of 
an affluent age — this young 
man wants more than money; 
at least his mind is on the right 
track.” 
M issouri 
C a ttle m a n ’s 
Association President Marshall 
MacGregor was also mentioned 
by Tindall. “ MacGregor’s plan 
to give excess beef to the people 
who couldn’t afford it wasn’t all 
that bad, except only one per 
cent of the farmers were in 
favor of the plan ” 
While Tindall admitted the 
American farmer is not the best 
in 
the 
world, 
“ it 
is 
our 
distribution system which has 
made us the best-fed nation in 
history — and basic to that is 
the family farm,” Tindall said. 
“ And that's what I fear for.”

Preliminary energy plan is revealed 


WASHINGTON <AP) - The 
United States might be able to 
stop importing oil by 1985, but 
m a n d a t o r y 
energy-saving 
measures would be needed to 
accomplish the feat, the Feder­ 
al Energy Administration says. 
Outlining preliminary “ Proj­ 
ect Independence” findings FYi- 
day. the FEA estimated that 
some 2.1 million barrels per 
day could be saved by 1985 if 
mandatory controls were im­ 
posed 
The FEA said that if the gov­ 
ernment takes no new steps to 
speed domestic energy produc­ 
tion, the nation still would have 
to import anywhere between 3.5 


million and 10.2 million barrels 
of oil a day in 1985, depending 
on the price of oil. 
F’or the short run. the FEA 
said, U.S. domestic production 
cannot substantially affect the 
level of imports. 
By 1985, the agency proj- 
ectee, development of the Nav­ 
al Petroleum Reserve in north­ 
ern Alaska could provide 2 mil­ 
lion barrels of oil a day; off­ 
shore leasing in the Pacific 
Ocean could provide 1.2 million 
barrels; 
development of oil 
shale could add 750,060 barrels 
and oil leasing in the Atlantic 
could provide 500,000 barrels. 
It said shale oil, svnthetic oil 


and geothermal power would 
not 
be 
significant 
energy 
sources before 1985, while solar 
energy would come into use in 
the 1980s and 1990s. 
Energy savings equal to 2.1 
million barrels a day could be 
achieved through such require­ 
ments as a 20-mile-per gallon 
fuel-consumption standard for 
automobiles; 
standards 
for 
home and 
office insulation, 
commercial lighting, appliances 
and power plants; tax credits 
for improving the energy effi­ 
ciency of dwellings and com­ 
mercial buildings and research 
to improve industrial processes, 
the P’EA said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court, with Justice 
William 0. Douglas in strong 
dissent, has refused to reinstate 
a district court order barring a 
mining firm from dumping al­ 
legedly hazardous wastes into 
Lake Superior 
In a decision announced Fri­ 
day, four of the nine justices 
said the state and federal offi­ 
cials who brought the suit could 
apply again for reinstatement if 
the federal appeals court in St. 
Louis, Mo., has not made a fi­ 
nal ruling on the health-hazard 
question by Jan. 31. 
The 
states 
of 
Minnesota, 
Michigan and Wisconsin and 
the federal Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency have been seek­ 
ing to compel the Reserve Min 
ing Co. to stop discharging 
wastes from its Silver Bay, 
Minn., iron ore plant into the 
lake. 
U.S. District Judge Miles W. 
Lord ruled in the officials’ fa­ 
vor, saying evidence showed' 
that the wastes contained as­ 
bestos fibers which can produce 
lung cancer and other diseases. 
He said the fibers had shown 
up in substantial quantities in 
the drinking water of Duluth. 
Minn., 
and 
the 
discharges 
posed a danger to other com­ 
munities as well. 


The appeals court set aside 
Lord’s order, saying a health 
hazard had not been proved 
and “ unknowas may not be 
substituted for proof of a dem­ 
onstrable hazard to the public 
health.” 


In his dissent, Douglas as­ 
serted: 
“ If, as the Court of Appeals 
indicates, there is doubt, it 
should be resolved in favor of 
humanity least in the end our 
judicial system be part and 
parcel of a regime that makes 
people, the sovereign power in 
this nation, the victims of the 
great god progress which is be­ 
hind the stay permitting this 
vast pollution of Lake Superior 
and its environs.”

EUTAW , Ala. (A P )- O n the 


day Martin Luther King was 
murdered six years ago, Tom 
Gilmore took unto himself an 
oath. 
‘‘I swore, ” said Tom Gil­ 
more, "that I would spend the 
rest of my life doing what I 
could to make Martin’s dream 
come true. Well, the son of the 
slaveowner is now sitting down 
with the son of the slave. We 
have made a beginning.” 
Thomas Earl Gilmore is the 


sheriff of Greene County, Ala. 
He is black. It is doubtful even 
the utopian vision of the proph­ 
et King could have included 
that circumstance. 
A 
black 


southern sheriff, yes; there are 
now four in Alabama. But in 
Greene County? 
That’s 
not 
all. 
William 


McKinley Branch is the probate 
judge of Greene County. He, 
too, is black. So is the school 
superintendent. So are all four 
county commissioners and all 
five school board members, all 
black. The county clerk is 
black. The coroner is black. 
No trounty government in 


America is more thoroughly 
black. The irony is that the dis­ 
tinction 
belongs 
to Greene 


County, Ala. 
To the white people of Greene 


County, as recently as a decade 
ago, the merest suggestion of 
that possibility was laughable. 
In fact, it was not in the realm 
of sane consideration, literally 
unthinkable. To most of the 
countV’s black folk as well, 
such an idea might have found 
expression in the old spiritual’s 
promise of a better day a-com- 
in’, but surely not in the 
thought and language of the 
here and now. 
By the traditions with which 


history blesses and burdens 
each generation. Greene County 
is a place apart. 
Explained simply, the heart 


of the Old Confederacy was the 
plantation 
aristocrat; 
the 


heart of the plantation aris­ 
tocracy was the soil-rich Black 
Belt; the heart of the Black 
Belt was and has remained, in 
the .psyche of its offspring, 
Greene County. 
More than just a brooding 


piece of ge(^raphy carved out 
of western Alabama by two 
meandering 
rivers, 
Greene 


County represents a state of 
mind, an attitude, exerting a 
softly insistent influence on all 
who have ever trod its dark 
soil. To many, it symbolizes the 
pure core of everything that is 
implicit in the word Dixie And 
old times there are not forgot­ 
ten, not easily. 


So when the black takeover 


was complete—it came in three 
stunning elections, the last in 
1972 —the county’s 78 per cent 
b l a c k 
population 
suddenly 


found themselves on a strange 
mountaintop sniffing a heady 
air that nothing in their history 
had prepared them to breathe. 
Whites, for their part, saw it as 
the world turned inside out, a 
reversal of roles everything in 
their history had cried out to 
them to reject. 


The shadow of segregation 


remains over Greene County. 
Whites, for example, maintain 
a private school at a cost most 
of them can ill afford, and both 
races, voluntarily, still swim at 
separate public pools. Yet Tom 
Gilmore says they have made a 
beginning; in the hard glare of 
history, others would call that 
understatement. 
One recent afternoon, Cecil 


Rhodes, the police chief of Eu­ 
taw, stepped across the street 
to the courthouse to chat and 
sip a Coke with the sheriff. Eu­ 
taw, population 2,800, is the 
county seat and its only city of 
any size. Unlike the rest of the 
county, whose rural population 
of 7,800, is about 4-1 black, Eu­ 
taw is fairly evenly balanced 
racially. Its city officials, in­ 
cluding Police Chief Rhodes, 
are white.

During 
their conversation. 


Sheriff Gilmore pulled out a 
1965 photograph he had resur­ 
rected among some old papers. 
It showed his white predeces­ 
sor, Sheriff Big Bill Lee, and a 
white policeman, Rhodes, con- 
frontir^ a determined young 
black civil rights demonstrator, 
Tom Gilmore. 
Rhodes marveled for a mo­ 
ment at how youthful every­ 
body looked. Then he grinned. 
"Those were the days, weren’t 
they. Tom?” 
There was no bitterness. Not 


long ago a white city patrolman 
was hurt in a car wreck. Gil­ 
more loaned Rhodes one of his 


own deputies and a patrol car 
until the man was back on the 
job. An attitude among some 
petulant whites when the in­ 
experienced blacks took over, 
was: let ’em mess it up while 
we sit back and laugh. Gilmore 
might as easily have told Chief 
Rhodes to shift for himself. He 
said it never entered his mind. 
"I am the Greene County 


Sheriff.” Gilmore said " I am 
not the black Greene County 
Sheriff.” 


Gilmore, 33. is a lean, out­ 
going man given to modish 
clothes, a trim mustache, con­ 
servatively cut hair. He wears 
no uniform, no badge, no gun; 
Greene Countians know who 
their sheriff is. At six-foot-one 
he moves with the athletic 
grace of — one is tempted to 
say, a black panther. The Gil­ 
more residence, not far from 
his birthplace, also is of ante­ 
bellum vintage but it is neither 
on the top of a hill nor included 
on the Heritage Society’s Pil­ 
grimage of Homes. It does, 
however, have 16-inch timbers 
hewn by slaves (“ Who better 
has a right to own it?” ) and 
contains the first telephone Gil­ 
more ever had, acquired, as 
the house, since he became 
sheriff. The old house provides, 
at last, room enough for the 
Gilmores to raise their five 
sons and daughter, as well as a 
cat named Freedom. The cat is 
black and white. 
Gilmore was an early disciple 


of Martin Luther King and 
came to know him intimately. 
When King led his 1963 March 
to Washington he personally re­ 
cruited Tom Gilmore, a Greene 
County farm boy, to drive one 
of the mule wagons. In front of 
the Lincoln Memorial Gilmore 
listened enraptured as King 
pronounced the dream that one 
day the nation would truly 
practice its creed and the chil­ 
dren of slaves and slaveowners 
would sit sit together at the 
table of brotherhood. 
Young Tom returned home 


flushed with zeal. Soon he and 


his one-time schoolteacher. Wil­ 
liam Branch, were leadii^ vot­ 
ing rights demonstrations in the 
streets of Eutaw 
Results were slow in coming, 


too slow, too meager, for one 
really convinced that love con­ 
quer^ all. His anger drove Gil­ 
more temporarily from King’s 
nonviolent ranks out to Califor­ 
nia to join the militant battal­ 
ions of Stokeley Carmichael. A 
longii^ for the old associations, 
the warm feelings of fellowship 
which he discovered more truly 
reflected his conscience, drove 
him back—two weeks before 
King was killed

In his office, Gilmore pointed 


out where he had moved the 
sheriff’s desk, from its former 
position facing the door to a 
place against a side wall. Sit­ 
ting at it. he looks out a win­ 
dow into the deep shade of a 
giant pecan tree on the court­ 
house lawn "M y desk is not 
between me and anybody." he 
said "It ’s a small thing, but 
it’s symbolic and it’s how I 
feel. 
"This office was always such 


an ugly place to the black 
people of this county. They 
couldn’t come in without inter­ 
rupting the domino game. I’ve 
changed that. The girls in the 
front office are friendly, they 
try to relax everybody who 
comes in. And I try to treat ev­ 
erybody as the best God made. 
Everybody. 
"At first, white people were 


reluctant to come in and see 
me. They’d go to their preacher 
and I ’d hear from him, or else 
they’d go to Ralph Banks. 
That’s changed. It’s getting 
more likeT want it to be.” 
Ralph Banks is the county at­ 
torney. He is one of only two 
white persons holding county 
offic*e. Before he took the job 
he was deputy county solicitor 
and, unofficially. Greene Coun­ 
ty’s chief strategist for keeping 
blacks out of office 
It was 


Ralph Banks, in the 1970 elec­ 
tion, who contrived the Spotted 
Horse Party as a palatable way 
for local blacks to vote for 
whites, on a ticket that didn’t 
include the name George Wal­ 
lace

It didn’t work. The black vote 


went to candidates of the Na­ 
tional Democratic Party of Ala­ 
bama (NDPA), the political 
product of an earlier statewide 
black anti-Wallace maneuver. 
The election installed Judge 
Branch and Sheriff Gilmore in 
the first and second most pow­ 
erful offices in the county. The 
probate judge presides over the 
county commission. 
Soon after the election, the 


new black judge called on 
Ralph Banks and asked him to 
be county attorney. Banks was 
flabbergasted 
He 
accused 


Judge Branch of making a 
tasteless joke. Branch assured 
him he meant it 
"You must be out of your 


mind,” Banks said. "For five 
years I ’ve fought tooth and nail 
to beat you. ” 
"That’s 
all 
in 
the 
past, 


Ralph,” 
the 
judge 
replied. 


"Would you consider staying 
on?” 
The other white Green Coun­ 
ty officeholder is Breckenridge 
Barnes Aduston Rogers Jr., 
likewise the possessor of an old

white landowners in Greene 
County are related, somewhere 
back yonder. One day Rogers 
was speaking critically of a fel­ 
low Greene Countian when 
Banks 
chided, 
"Breck. you 


shouldn’t talk that way about 
him, he’s kin to you on both 
sides.” 
Breck Rogers is the tax as­ 
sessor. He took the job soon 
after he came home in 1961 
from a stint in the Army Corps 
of Engineers after graduating 
from the University of Ala­ 
bama. 


"W e never wanted an all­ 
black 
government," 
Judge 


Branch said "When we knew 
we had a majority of the vote I 
asked a white friend of mine, a 
schoolteacher, to see if the 
whites would be willing to 
settle for 50-50 1 was told no 
dice.” Thus Breckenridge B.A. 
Rogers Jr. 
became Greene 


County’s first effort toward a 
white-black coalition ticket, an 
effort sponsored by blacks. 
" I believe you’ll be seeing 


more whites running for office 
in future elections, and getting 
elected,” Rogers .said "I hope 
to God we never have an all- 
white government again, but I 
don’t believe it’s going to re­ 
main essentially all-black much 
longer, either.” 
Judge Branch shares that be­ 
lief. In the last primary he 
openly supported a white candi­ 
date over a black candidate 
running for congressman. 
Each day. however, the his­ 
toric 
distance 
between 
the 


races seems to narrow. The ne­ 
cessities of government — of a 
black official issuing a mar­ 
riage license to a white couple, 
a white lawyer arguing before 
a black judge, a black deputy 
answering a call from a white 
housewife—have brought the 
races together in new and dif­ 
ferent ways, and thus closer 
than ever before. The attitude

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 
The manner in which reports of 
an incident inv olv ii^ Rep. Wil­ 
bur Mills were handled may be 
more politically damag ing to 
the S^y ear-v eteran cong ress­ 
man than the incident itself, ac­ 
cording to some of his associ­ 
ates. 
“ It’s kind of, to me, like an­ 
other cov er-up, I g uess y ou 
could say . So, I think what I 
would hope Mr. Wilbur Mills 
would do is come forth and be 
honest with the people.

Modifications proposed for loan qualifications 


By DON KEND ALL 
AP Farm Writer 
WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
Agriculture Department is 
considering changes in a $2 
billion emergency livestock 
program passed by Congress 
last summer so that more 
farmers can qualify for as­ 
sistance 
But a spokesman for the 
Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion said Thursday that no de­ 
cisions have been made and 
that only “ various proposals 
are in the works" which would 
modify the loan qualifications. 


The loan apparatus adopted 
by USDA has been under criti­ 
cism from many livestock 
producers and farm belt 


members of Congress virtual­ 
ly since the program was an­ 
nounced in late July. 
One of the criticisms has 
been that USDA apparently 
has dragged its feet in clear­ 
ing loans to livestock pro­ 
ducers. Congress designed the 
plan to help qualified farmers 
and ranchers recover from 
losses incurred by high costs 
of feed and other expenses at 
a time when the livestock 
prices were depressed. 
Under the law, the Farmers 
Home Administration can un* 
derwTite or guarantee up to 80 
per cent of loans producers 
get from banks and other 
private sources to a max­ 
imum of $250,000 for any in­ 
dividual borrower. Although 


Congress set a $2 billion limit 
for the entire program. USDA 
officials said that as of Oct. 4 
only 165 loans had been 
cleared for a total of less than 
S24.8 million in 24 states. 


Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan.. 
wrote Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz on Oct. 1 and 
charged USDA was not carry­ 
ing out the loan program as 
Congress intended. Dole said 
one of the hangups apparently 
involves how the department 
defines livestock producers. 
Under 
the department s 
rules, an eligible bi)rrower 
must be in the livestfx:k busi­ 
ness and devote “ a major pfir- 
tion of his time" to the enter­ 
prise. 


An aide. to Dole said that 
stipulation rules out many 
smaller farmers who actually 
spend the majority of their 
time in crop production and 
other chores but who have 
also suffered by the crunch on 
livestock profits. 


Dole is running for Senate 
reelection against Rep. Bill 
Roy, D-Kan., in what ob­ 
servers in Kansas say is a 
tough campaign. An aide to 
Roy said his office has not re- 
ceived com plaints from 
Kansas livestock producers 
but added that Roy may have 
run across them in his travels 
in the state. 
Meantime, Rep. Peter A. 
Peyser, R-N.Y., introduced a 


bill this week in the House 
which would cut the $2 billion 
livestock loan authorization to 
$1 billion. Peyser, who repre­ 
sents a largely suburban dis­ 
trict near New York City, led 
an unsuccessful floor fight 
against the bill in the House 
last summer. 


WASHINGTON (A Pi - The 
Agriculture Department says 
it will look at a foreign coun­ 
try’s expected grain needs 
and orders already on the 
books before approving large 
new sales of U.S. com ­ 
modities. 
Officials said Thursday the 
department has sent supple­ 
mental guidelines to U.S. ex­ 


porters to help inform them 
how the government intends 
to carry out a new voluntary 
export control policy. 


The new procedure r^ult- 
ed from a W hite House 
crackdown last weekend on a 
new corn and wheat sale of 125 
million bushels to the Soviet 
Union. As a result, that sale 
was suspended and new pro­ 
cedures drawn up. 


Basically, the rules say an 
exporter should get prior 
clearance from USDA or 
possibly the WTiite House for 
any new large sales. The plan 
includes wheat, corn, 
sorghum, soybeans and soy­ 
bean meal.

Merry-go-round 
Foreign hospitality 
big with lawmakers

"Try to relax, Dear! ‘Stonewalling it' is ' out' 
now!'

WASHINGTON — E^ch year, members 
of Congress explore the world, riding 
elephants in Ceylon, viewing art in Sweden, 
fingering chopsticks in China, poking their 
legislative noses into faraway places from 
the girlie shows of Paris to the palaces of 
Riyadh. 


As part of our watch on waste, we have 
reported how these congressional travelers 
have squandered the taxpayers’ money on 
vacations in official guise. Congressional 
junkets cost the taxpayers an estimated $1 
million a year, which is a lot of moola to 
spend on legislators who preach austerity 
for everyone else. 


But the junkets that cost the taxpayers 
nothing, we have discovered, may wind up 
as the most expensive of all. Dozens of 
legislators take trips overseas at the 
expense of foreign governments. They are 
lavished with hospitality by their friendly 
foreign hosts. The the touring lawmakers 
return to Capitol Hill to vote for foreign 
aid, sugar quotas and other benefits for the 
host governments. 


Not only is it poor economics for our 
lawmakers 
to 
repay 
hospitality 
with 
foreign aid, but it is unconstitutional for 
them to accept the hospitality in the first 
place. 


Our founding fathers, fearful that some 
federal officials might sell out their country 
for foreign gratuities, added a special 
clause to the Constitution. This prohibits 
them from taking any “ emolument ... of 
any kind whatever from any King. Prince 
or foreign state.” 


Yet the tourists from Capitol Hill have 
ignored the Con.stitution, not to mention 
the 19 66 Foreign Gifts Act, by accepting 
illegal trips at the expense of foreign 
governments. Here are a few we have 
uncovered : 


Fourteen months ago. eight members of 
the House Agriculture Committee traveled 
to Venezuela at the invitation of the 
government. Their travel on Viasa Airlines 


and their accomodations at the luxurious 
Tamanaco Hotel in Caracos were paid by the 
Venezuelan government. The congressional 
visitors — Congressmen Bob Poage, D- 
Tex.; Joseph Vigorito, D-Pa.; 
Frank 
Denholm, D-S.D.; Wiley Mayne, R-Iowa; 
John Rarick, D-La.; Bob Price, R-Tex.; 
LaMar Baker, R-Tenn.; and David Bowen, 
D-Miss. — attended at least one fancy party 
thrown by the Venezuelan agriculture 
minister who sought a U . S. wheat deal. 


House Agriculture Chairman Poage led 
still another congressional e?q)edition to 
Brazil. The Brazilian government, looking 
for bigger sugar quotas, picked up the 
travel bills. Those who accompanied Poage 
on the free trip were Congressmen Frank 
Stubblefield, I>Ky.; William Wampler, R- 
Va.; George Goodling.

BBC imports highlight PBS schedule

readied a rich and varied 
assortment of prt^rams which 
started airing on Oct. 6. when

opened its fifth season This 
series will continue in its 
Sunday evening slot, presided 
over by the extraordinary 
Alistair Cooke. 
First offering is another big

ormally, country-western super- 
star Johnny Cash shuns inter­ 
views. And when he does con­ 
sent to them, he invariably includes his 
wife, June Carter, or (as in this case) 
Rosanne Cash (Johnny’s daughter) and 
Rosie Nix (June’s daughter). The meeting 
was held in their New York hotel suite. 
Johnny Cash seemed to be a very re­ 
laxed man, one who smiles so often he 
should pose for toothpaste ads. He is 
much younger looking and better looking 
in person than he seems on TV. He 
talked easily, giggled often and acted 
very much like a man who has just found 
the secret of how to stay happy. Like his 
wife June, he wears an Israeli wedding 
ring and, around his neck, both the Star 
of David and a gold cross. 


FAMILY WEEKLY: What makes you 
happy now? 
JMNNY: Having my family with me. 
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It really does. That’s what makes me 
happy, and knowing that everything’s all 
right! Of course, a man’s got to enjoy 
his work. I really enjoy working. The 
gills and I come off the stage at night 
and we’re as high as kites! We’re just so 
happy with what we’re doing. And hav­ 
ing John Carter [Johnny’s youngest son, 
age four] with us makes us all feel better. 
He’s here today, playing out in the park. 
FW: Music seems to be kind of a way of 
life with you. 
JOHNNY: It always has been. The girls 
both inherited a legacy of music I sup­ 
pose, especially Rosie. Music in this 
family goes back to 1927, when her 
grandmother, Maybdle Carter, first 
started recording. June, Rosie’s mother, 
has been onstage since she was six. Tve 
been at it for 20 years. All Rosanne has 
ever known is her daddy as an entertain­ 
er and performer. J guess she wouldn’t 
know what it was like to have a daddy 


who lived a normal life and worked at a 
regular job, 
FWiThen music has always been part of 
your family? 
JOHNNY: It’s a binding kind of thing 
because we feel a closeness when we’re 
singing that nobody could feel any other 
way.

And the song is coming from 
each one of us, but it’s coming from all 
of us as well. It’s like a marriage out 
there.

FW: How do you explain the growing 
interest in country-and-westem music? 
JOHNNY: In many ways, country and 
western has grown up. It’s appealing to

a lot more people. It’s meshing and merg­ 
ing in a lot of ways without losing any 
of its originality, pureness and simplicity 
of form. At the same time, which is a 
strange thing, people like Willie Nelson, 
Waylon Jennings and guys like that are 
calling their music “hard country rock’’ 
or “hard country.’’ Waylon Jennings is 
kind of like an outlaw in country and 
western. In many ways, he’s like me. I’ve 
never really been quite orthodox country. 
I’ve done it according to feel. And that’s 
the way a lot of people like Waylon are 
doing it. There’s honesty in his perform­ 
ance and delivery. He doesn’t compro­ 
mise the way he feels just to please a 
certain group of peole. He is himself. But 
it’s not all a bed of roses family-wise. 
Life on the road is very stimulating and 
exciting. It’s a great life, living in a nice 
hotel like this and playing a beautiful 
place like the Music Theater. But when 
we get home, then the tough part starts. 
It’s hard for a 42-year-old man to under­ 
stand a 16-year-old or a 19-year-old girl! 
When we go home, there’s a lot of pres­ 
sure that builds up. Things are waiting 
for us to come home and take care of. 
FW: Then not having enough time seems 
to be the big problem? 
JOHNNY: Exactly! How do you slice up 
your time? Who do you give this time to 
or that person? How do you decide? 
FW: But isn’t home the only place you 
can really relax? 
JOHNNY: It’s the only place you can*t 
relax unless you stay home three or four 
weeks.

Which isBetter-An 
“liJD.”or“il.D., P.C.”? 


Doctors’ shingles keep get­ 
ting harder to read. In addi­ 
tion to the plain old M.D., you 
might see a string of letters 
like F.A.C.S., P.C. How to 
make sense out of them? The 
first set of letters on a shingle 
or prescription blank usually 
designates the profession 
(M.D.—Medical Doctor; D.O.— 
Doctor of Osteopathy; D.D.S. 
—Doctor of Dental Science, 
etc.). The second set of letters 
often refers to special prestig­ 
ious societies of which the 
doctor is a member. F.A.C.S., 
for example, stands for 
Fellow of the American 
College of Surgeons. F.A.C.P. 


means Fellow of the Ameri­ 
can College of Physicians. 
These letters do not neces­ 
sarily mean that the doctor is 
any better than other doctors; 
but they do show that he has 
passed these societies’ tough 
professional requirements. 
The letters P.C. are relatively 
new on doctors’ shingles, and 
are not used in aii states. P.C. 
stends for professional 
corporation. (It’s the equiva­ 
lent of “Inc.”) Being a P.C. 
has nothing to do with the 
doctor’s skills; all it means is 
that, as a “corporation,” the 
doctor has limited financial 
liability (as in the case of mal­ 
practice suits) and other 
financial advantages.

knocks on the door. A lot of people just 
come walking up to our house—even at 
night. Of course, we have a guard, and 
the alarm system is always working.

They knock on 
my door late at night and want to talk 
to me. Invariably, I say, “I’m sorry! 1 
don’t take care of business at home.

ise men have known for a long tíme 
that if you can change a person’s 
expectations you can change his 
behavior.

aware of it, we use low expectations to get 
ourselves off the hook.

In this 
round robin, we excuse ourselves from an 
activity where we question our ability to per­ 
form and save face by blaming someone else 
for thwarting our ambitions. What we hide 
from ourselves, of course, is our ambition to 
be the star and our fear that we will never 
make it. 
How does one break this self-limiting cy­ 
cle? How does one meet a challenge on posi­ 
tive ground? How does one adopt a positive 
view of what he is, what the circumstances 
are and what he can accomplish? In short, 
how does one raise his expectations? 
By not being afraid of making a mistake. 
Courage to risk failure is what leads to suc­ 
cess.
